Figure 1 is a schematic flow diagram showing a sequence used for securing a 
computer system according to the invention. 
DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERED EMBODIMENT 

In this figure 1 the code to be implemented is represented by a block 1 
containing a plurality of code instructions (Ch, Cli, ...CI n ) which have to be successively 
interpreted by an interpreter 2 comprising a plurality of interpreted instructions h, Ij, Ik 
and thereafter executed (bloc 3) according to an implementation. 

The interpreter 2 is provided with an implementation table 4 comprising at 
least one implementation IMPj,i...IMPj, t ...IMPj, m for each interpreted instruction h... Ij... Ik. 

According to the invention for at least one interpreted instruction Ij the 
implementation table 4 proposes several possible implementations: implementation 
IMPj,i.to.IMPj, m . 

For this interpreted instruction Ij, the interpreter selects (bloc 5) one 
implementation in the table 4 (here the implementation IMPj, t ).

Once this implementation IMPj, t is executed (bloc 3) the system goes to the 
next code instruction (instruction Cli+i) and starts a next sequence with this instruction 
CI i+ i. 
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
